Commissioners were appointed to 
meet commissioners from Connecticut, 
to endeavor to settle the controversy 
respecting die jurisdiction of the Nar­ 
ragansett Country. 
A tax of £300 was ordered to be as­ 
sessed on the several towns to be ap­ 
plied to the expences of sending a spec-1

lal Agent to england, to obtain from

die King, tile full enjoyment of all die 
territory granted in tile Royal Char­ 
ier. 
This year Thomas Flounders was 
tried, condemned and executed, for the 
murder of Walter House, both resi­ 
dents of the Narragansett country.

Tliis year Benedict Arnold, was cho­ 
sen Governor and John Clarke Depu­ 
ty Governor. 
The General Assembly, appointed 
the Deputy Governor John Clarke, to 
goto England, as the Colony’s Agent, 
respecting their controversy with Con­ 
necticut, and agreed to furnish him 
with Two Hundred pounds in Silver 
money as an outfit. 
In consequence of many persons in 
tile towns of Providence and Warwick, 
being opposed and refusing to pay 
taxes, the General Assembly passed a 
law affixing a penalty of whipping, 
fining or imprisoning on any one, for 
speaking, or writing, in any Town I 
Meeting, against the tax assessed as 
above, as also for opposing the laws of 
tile General Assembly when legally 
promulgated. 
This year some of the members of 
the first Baptist Church in Newport, 
w ho had been in the observance of the 
seventh day as the Sabbath, drew off 
by tltemselves, built a Meeting House i 
and formed themselves into a Church 
under the pastoral care of Elder Wm. 
Rise ox.
